Chinese  Communists 


LONDON  —(RNS)—  A  group  of  Chris¬ 
tian  publishers  in  Peking  were  each 
asked  to  denounce  a  colleague,  accord¬ 
ing  to  usual  Communist  procedure,  in 
order  to  prove  loyalty  to  the  regime 
and  at  the  price  for  being  able  to  re¬ 
main  in  business.

{he  clutches  of  the  Communists—' Timo¬ 
thy  Richard,  pioneer  missionary  and 
educator  and  for  25  years  editor  of  the 
Christian  Literature  Society,  Shanghai. 

Or.  Richard  died  in  1919.

WE  TOOK  INVENTORY.  What  we 
found  surprised,  delighted  and  disturbed 
us.  The  organizations  of  our  church  were 
doing  a  good  job  of  teaching  and  train¬ 
ing  our  boys  and  girls  below  the  Junior 
departments— not  good  enough  to  satisfy, 
but  commendable.  We  were  delighted. 
Next  to  no  thought  and  effort  were  be¬ 
ing  given  to  these  children  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  eleven  o’clock  hour  on 
Sunday  morning.  Here  was  a  gap;  we 
were  suprised. 

We  found  that  the  Primary  children 
were  orphans  during  the  eleven  o'clock 
hour.  They  were  toe  eld  for  the  nur¬ 
series;  their  parents  felt  that  they  were 
toe  young  to  attend  morning  worship; 
hence,  the  only  thing  for  them  to  do 
was  to  go  homo.  And  homo  they  wont. 

But  the  Primary  child  is  too  young  to 
go  home  and  stay  by  himself.  So,  pa¬ 
rents  went  home,  too.  This  was  bad  for 
the  church,  bad  for  the  parents,  worst 
of  all  for  the  child.  He  was  missing  what 
ought  to  be  the  highest  hour  of  the  lord’s 
day  and  was  having  habit  patterns  set  up 
that  were  bad.  We  were  disturbed. 

The  Plan 

The  findings  of  that  survey  are  re¬ 
sponsible  for  our  children’s  churches, 
plus  an  organized  and  functioning  group 
of  nurseries  for  the  eleven  o'clock  hour 
on  Sunday  morning.  Nursery  A  is  for 
children  from  birth  to  one  year;  here 
we  have  the  beds  and  bassinets.  Nur¬ 
sery  B  is  for  toddlers,  ages  one  to  two. 
Nursery  C  for  children  from  two  to  three, 
and  Nursery  D  for  children  from  three 
to  four. 

The  children  begin  church  when  they 
are  four.  There  is  a  church  for  four  and 
five  years  of  age  and  another  church 
for  the  Primary  age,  six,  seven,  and 
eight. 

These  churches  meet  in  one  of  the 
department  rooms  of  the  Educational 
Building,  but  between  the  Sunday  school 
hour  and  the  worship  hour  a  transforma¬ 
tion  takes  place.  Instead  of  an  assembly 
room  it  becomes  a  sanctuary.  Screens 
are  used;  furniture  is  rearranged;  aisles 
are  opened  up;  small  pulpits  are  brought 
in  place.  Flowers  appear  on  table;  of¬ 
fering  plates  are  in  evidence;  special 
place  is  given  to  choir;  quietness,  order, 
and  beauty  are  observed. 

The  actual  service  U  thirty  minutes  !■ 
length,  from  eleven-thirty  to  twelve. 
From  eleveo  to  eleven-thirty  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  preparing  physically,  mentally, 
and  emotionally  for  the  service.  All 
this  takes  place  in  a  different  part  of 
the  building  from  their  “church.”

We  are  blood  bought — bought 
with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ, 
(kid's  lamb  without  blemish  and 
without  spot  (1  Peter  1:19)  — 
“Washed  from  our  sins  in  his 
blood  (Rev.  1:5),  with  blood  in 
the  bowl,  we  would  ever  minister, 
though  both  blood  and  bowl  be 
despised  by  the  world  of  unbe¬ 
lief.  By  the  blood,  liell’s  gates  are 
shut,  heaven’s  gates  opened,  God’s 
claims  and  the  Law’s  demands 
met,  all  barriers  between  God  and 
man  taken  away,  the  vilest  sin¬ 
ner’s  access  and  acceptance  as¬ 
sured.  all  charges  against  the  sin¬ 
ners  withdrawn,  his  sins  blotted 
from  God’s  memory,  his  death 
sentence  revoked,  every  charge 
brought  against  the  sinner  by 
Satan  nullified,  his  exemption 
from  all  future  judgment  made 
sure. 


Not  only  so.  We  believe  there 
must  be  blood-letting  on  tl»e  part 
°f  blood-bought,  blood-cleansed, 
blood-reconciled  Baptists.  We 
fust  bleed.  The  footpath  of  blood 
*  requisite.  Else  mummies,  not 
men.  wc  shall  be. 
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ests,  drained  swamps,  reared 
schoolhouses,  builded  churches, 
with  purpose  cliangeless  and  inex¬ 
orable,  with  courage  stern  and  un¬ 
relenting,  through  pestilence,  pov¬ 
erty,  famine,  flood —translating 
principles  of  liberty  and  equality 
into  permanent  institutions. 

Our  simplest  privileges  c-o-s-t 
heavily  in  blood.  Back  in  the  cen¬ 
turies  wlie it  all  lips  were  locked 
as  jail  doors,  liberty  of  thought 
and  speech  was  only  a  dream.  But 
blood  was  shed  and  lives  given 
that  open  disagreement  with  the 
Pope  should  never  again  mean  the 
dungeon  and  tliat  criticism  of  tlie 
king  should  no  longer  mean  death. 

How  can  we  compensate  the 
past  and  our  forefathers  who  shed 
their  blood  for  religious  liberty? 
By  seeking  immunity  from  fields 
where  fighting  is  fiercest  and 
blood  flows  freest?  By  knowingly 
accepting  moral  and  spiritual 
charity?  By  having  a  passive  ac- 
quesience  when  cities  are  misgov¬ 
erned,  politics  perverted,  prosper¬ 
ity  set  above  posterity?

1.  Religions  liberty  and  freedom 
of  individual  conscience  for 
alL 

2.  Separation  of  religions  from 
governmental  control  or  in¬ 
fluence. 

3.  Independence  of  the  local  con¬ 
gregation  from  hierarchal  con¬ 
trol. 

4.  Democratic  processes  in 
church  government  and  so¬ 
ciety. 

5.  Access  to  God  without  a  hu¬ 
man  priesthood. 

6.  Simple,  informal  religions  ser¬ 
vices  in  the  common  language. 

7.  Making  the  Holy  Scriptures 
the  center  of  all  religious  wor¬ 
ship. 

8.  Salvation  by  grace  alone.

Think  Before  Voting 

Mississippians  will  soou  vote  for 
hundreds  of  people  to  be  their  gov¬ 
ernment  officers  during  tlie  next 
four  years.  Often  times  people 
complain  about  the  kind  of  of¬ 
ficers  they  have,  AFTER  THE 
ELECTION.  Tlie  proper  time  to 
insure  good  government  for  tlie 
coming  four  years  is  NOW. 

One  good  way  to  judge  the  fu¬ 
ture  is  by  the  past.  People  who 
have  been  faithless  in  tlie  post 
are  not  likely  to  be  faithful  in  the 
future.  Iowa  Attorney  General  Ro¬ 
bert  L.  I  .arson  at  a  recent  meeting 
of  the  Disciples  of  Christ  in  IVs 
Moines  had  the  right  idea  when 
he  urged  election  of  “men  of  Chris¬ 
tian  faith”  to  public  offices. 

“Only  such  men,”  he  said  “can 
carry  the  responsibility  for  the  po¬ 
litical  life  of  our  natiou”  at  this 
time. 

If  people  do  not  demand  and 
elect  such  officers  the  end  is  near, 
he  declared. 

“We  have  allowed  our  leaders 
to  believe  they  must  tolerate  and 
permit  sinful  and  pagan  practices 
to  remain  leaders,”  Mr.  I -arson 
said,  adding  that  the  people  have 
permitted  “degeneration  of  pub¬ 
lic  life.” 

“Pressure  on  your  public  ser¬ 
vants  has  been  from  many  wrong¬ 
ful  sources,”  lie  said.  “We  have 
found  many  of  our  public  officials 
were  afraid  to  do  their  duty  or 
(they)  honestly  lei  certain  activi¬ 
ties  exist  because  tliey  believe  it 
is  the  desire  of  the  people.” 

We  are  not  advocating  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  any  particular  candidate 
but  may  we  urge  our  people  to 
check  carefully  over  the  list  of 
candidates  and  then  vole  for  the 
ones  they  believe  will  honestly  give 
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us  the  kind  of  government  tliat 
we  want  and  need. 

There  are  enough  Christian  peo¬ 
ple  in  Mississippi  to  elect  honest 
God-fearing  officers.  The  trouble 
Is  that  loo  many  Baptists  talk  dry 
and  vole  wet.

Therefore,  in  the  next  few  issues 
of  The  Baptist  Record  we  plan  to 
give  the  views  of  some  of  our 
fellow  editors  concerning  the  re¬ 
cent  meeting  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  in  San  Francisco. 

Editor  Marse  Grant  of  the 
North  Carolina  Charity  and  Chil¬ 
dren  wrote: 

“The  annual  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  is  following  a  typical 
pattern  -plenty  of  reports,  speech¬ 
es,  and  some  business. 

“So  far,  it  has  been  a  tame  and 
often  dull  session.  Program  high¬ 
lights  have  not  been  as  many  as 
could  be  hoped  for  but  there  have 
been  a  few  high  marks.  Charles 
Wellborn  is  destined  to  become 
a  great  preacher  and  his  sermon 
was  far  superior  to  some  of  those 
by  older  and  more  prominently 
known  speakers.  Dr.  Townley 
Lord,  Baptist  World  Alliance 
president,  is  a  man  with  a  tender 
heart  and  the  close  of  his  sermon 
stirred  listeners.  Dr.  Louie  New¬ 
ton’s  history  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board  was  interesting  and  packed 
with  information. 

“It  has  been  a  convention  in 
which  Baptists  have  not  minced 
any  words  expressing  tlieir  posi¬ 
tion  on  church  unionism,  separa¬ 
tion  of  church  and  state,  and  other 
pressing  problems  of  the  day. 
Many  speakers  made  strong  state¬ 
ments  on  these  subjects,  along  with 
verbal  blasts  against  the  low  moral 
state  of  our  nation.  On  the  way 
out  here— and  here  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  for  that  matter  messengers 
got  a  sample  of  the  sin  that  is 
rampant  in  all  sections  of  Ameri¬ 
ca.” 

Editor  IT.  H.  McGinly  of  the  Mis¬ 
souri  Word  And  Way  saw  it  this 
way: 

“The  ninety-fourth  session  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
marked  another  mile-stone  of 
progress;  and  the  meeting  was  so 
constructive  and  forward  looking 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  it 
may  lie  a  stepping  stone  to  still 
greater  achievements.  Without  ex¬ 
ception,  the  reports  registered 
advancement  on  all  fronts. 

The  thousands  of  messengers 
present  (1)  adopted  a  record 
810,000,000  Cooperative  Program 
budget;  (2)  reaffirmed  their  ac-

ct-plance  of  the  Bible,  with  the 
traditional  Baptist  interpretations, 
as  the  rule  of  faith  and  practice; 

;(3)  declared  a«ain  tlieir  refusal 
«o  enter  into  any  outside  affilia¬ 
tions  which  might  involve  com¬ 
promise;  (4)  discarded  geographi¬ 
cal  limitations  within  the  United 
Slates,  and  (5)  pledged  renewed 
emphasis  on  evangelism,  mis¬ 
sions;  and  stewardship. 

“This  certainly  does  not  mean 
that  the  means  and  opportunity 
for  expression  were  not  at  hand. 
Microphones  were  placed  on  the 
main  floor  and  on  the  balconies, 
and  the  messengers  were  urged 
to  use  them.  Despite  a  long  and  a 
carefully  planned  program  every 
effort  was  made  to  preserve  the 
democratic  processes.  The  meeting 
was  wholesome  and  uplifting. 
Speakers  stayed  on  the  main  luie 
and  knew  where  they  were  going. 
(Liood  results  are  certain  to  follow. 

“For  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Expository  Preaching  our  vote 
goes  to  Dr.  F.  Townley  1-ord, 
London,  England,  and  president 
of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance, 
who  preached  Thursday  morning. 
What  a  preacher!  What  treasures 
new  and  old  did  he  bring  from 
John  20:31— “These  things  are 
written,  that  ye  might  believe  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  son  of  Cod; 
and  that  believing  ye  might  have 
life  through  His  name.”  It  is  good 
to  hear  such  a  pulpit  master  one 
yvlto  magnifies  his  office. 

“It  is  notable  that  three  of  the 
most  effective  messages  were  de¬ 
livered  by  young  men — Charles 
Wellborn,  26;  Billy  Graham,  32; 
and  Howard  Butt,  23.  These  three 
are  geniuses,  and  if  nothing  hap¬ 
pens  to  them,  their  voices  will  be 
heard  by  multiplied  thousands. 
Billy  Graham  was  the  first  to  fill 
the  10,000  capacity  auditorium 
when  he  preached  Friday  after¬ 
noon.  The  young  peoples’  rally 
Saturday  night  filled  all  seating 
apace  and  standing  room  and 
overflowed  to  another  hall.  How¬ 
ard  Butts  was  the  speaker.  It  is 
good  to  know  that  these  young  men 
are  in  the  field  at  work.”

Just  so,  tho  Beginner  Church  prepares 
tho  child  tor  tho  Primary  Church,  and 
tho  Primary  Church  tor  the  main  church 
service. 

In  tbe  Primary  Church  instruction 
is  given  in  language  that  a  child  can 
grasp,  in  what  it  means,  to  accept  Jesus 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  how  one  is 
saved,  how  he  becomes  a  member  of  the 
church,  what  baptism  means,  the  signi¬ 
ficance  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  the  duty 
of  stewardship,  tbe  work  of  tbe  local 
church  at  home  and  abroad.

strong  President  Wilson  realized  than- 
when  he  said:  “Our  tank  in  not  simply 
the  organization  of  an  army  for  over-  > 
seas  service,  but  the  mobilization  of  a 
nation  for  war.  Every  power  and  every 
resource  we  possess,  whether  of  men, 
of  money,  or  of  materials,  must  be  de 
voted  to  this  purpose  until  it  is 

achieved.”  t  , _  .  . 

In  spiritual  conquest  the  same  princi¬ 
ple  has  adhered.  Strengthened  home 
bases  have  supported  with  spiritual  log¬ 
istics  every  soldier  of  the  cross  who 
has  gone  forth  to  do  battlf  against  tbe 
mighty  Noble  souls  built  the  home  base 
for  William  Carey  and  “held  the  ropes” 
as  he  went  down  to  India.  In  1812  when 
our  Heavenly  Father  delivered  Luther 
Rice  and  Adoniram  to  American  Bap¬ 
tists.  be  gave  to  them  a  home  and  a 
foreign  missionary  movement.  Judaon 
remained  in  Burma ;  Rice  came  back  In 
America  Judsoo  became  a  challenge 
to  American  Baptists  to  do  foreign  mis¬ 
sion  work;  Rice  made  it  possible  Rice 
organized  the  Baptist  forces  at  home 
and  gave  to  them  a  denominational  ex¬ 
istence.  He  founded  schools,  colleges, 
and  seminaries;  established  tbe  first 
denominational  paper;  organized  associ¬ 
ations  and  state  conventions;  and  gave 
through  his  untiring  efforts  and  un¬ 
quenchable  zeal  a  mission  conviction 
and  a  mission  passion  to  the  Baptist 
churches  of  America.  Thus  Luther  Rice 
and  those  associated  with  him  began  at 
once  to  strengthen  the  home  base.  In 
conquest  for  Christ  they  matched  the 
intrepid  spirit  of  the  frontiersmen. 

Building  the  home  base  was  not  an 
easy  task  for  those  Baptist  pioneers. 
They  broke  up  the  ground  themselves 
to  plant  the  gospel  seed  of  their  faith 
in  America.  There  were  no  missionaries 
sent  to  the  New  World  by  Baptists  of 
the  Old  World.  Baptists  were  relentless¬ 
ly  persecuted  by  some  of  the  religions 
groups  in  the  New  World.  Roger  Wil¬ 
liams  was  banished  from  Massachusetts 
for  his  Baptist  sentiments.  Obadiah 
Holmes  was  publicly  whipped  in  Boston 
Commons  for  preaching  in  a  private 
house.  In  Connecticut  a  Baptist  mmis- 
kr  was  put  in  tbe  stocks  for  “preach- 
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America  to  organize  the  first  17  Bap¬ 
tist  churches. 

From  the  start  the  Baptist  cause  in 
America  was  a  home  mission  task,  a 

task  of  butidmg  the  home  baee.  Tbe 
first  missionary  orginrzatkm  among 
Baptists  m  America  was  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Association,  organised  is  1787  with 
five  churches.  This  association  from 
the  first  assisted  destitute  congregations 
and  seat  missionaries  beyond  its  bor¬ 
ders.  In  102  a  small  band  ef  Baptists 
formed  an  organization  at  Rettery, 
Maine.  Driven  from  Maine  men  after 
wards,  they  settled  m  South  Carolina 
and  formed  the  Charleston  Church  in 
1684.  Out  from  this  church  went  mem 
bers  and  workers  w  k  •  organized 
churches  in  the  surrounding  territory 
and  these  churches  organized  the 
Charleston  Association. 

The  need  for  organised  home  mis¬ 
sion  work  in  the  New  World  continued 
to  grow  as  the  movement  of  the  people 
westward  increased.  Baptist  leaders, 
seeing  the  need  and  realizing  that  a 
needed  to  maintain  a  wider  and  better 
mission  work,  organized  in  1814  the  Tri¬ 
ennial  Convention.  Tbe  Home  Mission 
Society  was  organised  in  MM  and  under 
the  leadership  of  Jonathan  Going  be¬ 
gan  the  task  of  evangelizing  America. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was 
organized  at  Augusta,  Georgia,  May  1, 
1845.  Dr.  William  B.  Johnston  and  others 
set  up  at  once  the  Home  Mission  Board 
to  strengthen  the  home  base  snd  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  to  press  the  bat¬ 
tle  for  Christ  in  fields  of  conquest 
abroad  Side  by  side  these  two  agencies 
hove  marched  together  in  mighty  eon- 
qneot  for  Christ.  They  hove  not  bem 
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competitors  but  co-operators;  not  ex¬ 
clusive  but  inelnsive;  not  haughty  but 
humble;  not  jealous  hot  joyous;  not 
selfish  but  sacrificial;  not  wide  apart 
but  welded  together.  They  are  the  two 
arms  with  which  Southern  Baptists 
would  enfold  the  whole  world  in  the 
saving  love  of  Christ. 

Truer  words  were  never  spoken  than 
these;  “Home  missions  and  foreign  mis¬ 
sions  are  the  alternate  beats  of  a  Chris¬ 
tian’s  heart”  The  ideals  of  the  two 
are  so  fused  apd  interrelated  dial  at 
times  ft  is  difficult  to  discern  where  one 
begins  and  the  other  ends.  Luther  Rice, 
at  first  a  foreign  missionary,  became 
the  great  home  missionary-  The  same  is 
true  of  others,  for  the  moment  they  set 
foot  on  foreign  anil,  in  a  sense,  they  be¬ 
gan  home  missions  William  Carey  In¬ 
hered  41  years  in  India.  At  his  death 
there  were  16  misaian  stations  and  47 


>ng  the  gospel  contrary  to  law."  In 
Georgia  a  Baptist  preacher  was  jailed 
bwao*e  he  preached  the  gospel  with- 
wt  getting  a  permit  from  the  Episco¬ 
pal  bishop.  Such  persecution  only  made 
aPtisis  more  determined  in  their  per- 
wnal  testimony  for  Christ.  For  years 
ey  h,<*  organized  churches  except 
we  Providence  Church  in  Rhode  Island. 
Their  witness  was  the  personal  tenti- 
?on/  *  *****  individual*,  ft  took  a 
hundred  years  from  the  settlement  of

Christ  made  it  crystal  clear  what  hi* 
disciples  were  to  do  and  bow  they  were 
to  de  it  His  misiiioary  program  in¬ 
cludes  all  nations  in  all  lands.  It  is  not 
just  a  foreign  mission  program,  w  jnat  a 
home  mission  program,  or  jnst  a  state 
mission  program.  It  is  s  global  mission 
program  including  si I  people  at  home 
and  abroad.  The  theme  of  this  Conven¬ 
tion  has  led  Southern  Baptists  for  108 
years  and  may  it  ever  lead  toe,  “The 
Whole  Gospel  lor  the  Whole  World!”

fire  insurance  on  a  cooperative  basis  has 
been  suggested  by  Dr  Roy  J.  McKnight, 
financial  vice-president  and  comptrol¬ 
ler  of  Baylor  University. 

In  the  Southern  Baptist  Educator  of 
Nashville,  Tenn  ,  Dr  McKnight  says  that 
a  study  of  losses  indicates  that  agencies 
of  the  denomination  could  operate  their 
own  insurance  company  for  one  third  of 
the  premium  payments  to  commercial 
insurers.  Dr.  McKnight  stated,  “Wise 
and  prudent  management  of  funds  en¬ 
trusted  to  us  for  denominational  activi¬ 
ties  would  seem  to  demand  that  we 
make  this  saving." 

Such  a  plan  for  Southern  Baptists 
would  require  a  capital  of  “probably 
$500,000  at  the  start."  he  explained. 

He  suggested  that  one  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  boards  might  carry 
out  the  program.

Reports  Religious  Revirol 
Among  Koreon  POWs 

WINONA  LAKE,  Ind  — (RNS>— Chinese 
and  North  Korean  prisoners  of  war  in 
United  Nations  camps  in  South  Korea 
are  experiencing  a  spiritual  revival,  a 
World  Congress  on  Evangelism  spon¬ 
sored  by  Youth  for  Christ  International 
beard  here. 

The  Rev.  David  E.  Morken,  director 
of  Youth  for  Christ  work  in  Japan, 
said  that  11  Bible  institutes  and  training 
schools  had  been  started  in  POW  camps, 
and  that  at  least  six  native  congrega¬ 
tions  had  been  formed  among  the  pris¬ 
oners. 

He  told  the  delegates  that  this  camp 
work  is  led  by  some  prisoners  who  were 
pastors  in  North  Korea  and  were  draft¬ 
ed  into  the  Communist  army. 

“The  revival  which  saw  2S.0M  con¬ 
verts  to  Christianity  just  prior  to  the 
outbreak  of  war  a  year  ago  is  continu¬ 
ing  unabated  in  the  POW  camps  and  in 
other  parts  of  Korea,”  Mr.  Morken  said.

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SCHOOL  SUIT  CHARGES 
PUBLIC  SCHOOL  OPERATED 
AS  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOL 

MAQUOKETA,  la.  — (RNS) —  A  suit 
filed  in  district  court  here  charges  the 
Otter  Creek  township  board  of  educa¬ 
tion  with  permitting  its  sub-district  No. 
•  to  be  operated  as  a  parochial  school. 

Tbe  petition  charges  that  the  Otter 
Creek  township  board  hires  as  teachers 
for  sub-district  No.  8  two  Catholic  nuns 
who  appear  in  their  classrooms  in  re¬ 
ligious  garb;  that  the  board  rents  space 
in  a  building  owned  by  the  Roman 
Catholic  diocese  of  Dubuque,  snd  that 
two  grades  of  a  parochial  high  school 
operate  in  the  same  building. 

It  also  alleges  that  religious  pictures 
and  symbols  are  displayed  in  the  school 
rooms,  and  that  the  rooms  are  used  for 
religious  instruction,  although  not  dur¬ 
ing  school  hours.
